New York, Dec. 13 — (/P) — All- 
America Halfback Charlie Justice 
of North Carolina has crashed the 
gridiron archives as the greatest 
statistical triple-threat in National 
Collegiate Athletic Bureau yardstick 
history. 


Justice, whose almost equally dis- 
tributed rushing and passing yard- 
age earned him second place in the 
1948 total offense listings, was dis- 
closed today to have led the nation's 
punters 
with 
a 
record-breaking 
average of 44 yards per kick on the 
62 he booted for the Tarheels. 


Consequently North Carolina also 
set a team punting record with an 
identical 44-yard average, with Jus- 
tice providing all but two of his 
team's 64" punts. 


This 
established 
the 
Raleigh- 
Durham-Chapel Hill 30-mile triangle 
in North Carolina as the nation's 
punting capital again. Duke, at Dur- 
ham, was the 1947 team champion 
while Leslie "Footsie" Aimer of 
North Carolina State at Raleigh was 
the 1947 individual leader, Palmer 
incidentally holding the old record 
of 43.3 for 50 or more punts which 
Justice smashed. 


It was the second time in bureau 
history that team and individual 
titles wound up at the same school.

ported to the county office shortly 
thereafter to qualify for payments. 
Wallace T. Hembrough, chairman 
of the county AAA committee an- 
nounced Monday. 


Such practices must 
be 
com- 
pleted in their entirety in order to 
qualify, the chairman emphasized. 
If limestone or 
other 
materials 
were approved for a 
farm, 
such 
materials must be spread on the 
field this month. 


"Time is sunning short," com- 
mented the committeeman, "so with 
less than a month to go, it's 
our 
hope that every farmer who hasn't 
already completed 
his 
approved 
work will extend every effort to do 
so 
within 
the 
remaining 
few 
weeks." 


Mr. Hembrough pointed out that 
each year's program Is carried on 
independently. 
"In other words," 
he said, "an allowance for conser- 
vation work which is 
established
